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MONG those Americans 

who hid in the moun- 

tainous areas of the Phil- 
ippines during the Japanese 
occupation was the family of 
Arthur L. Carson, President of 
Silliman University located at Duma- 
guete on Negros Island. The first 
hideout of Mrs. Carson and her two 
children was a thatched-roof bamboo 
hut, located in mountainous jungles 
about five or six miles from the out- 
skirts of Dumaguete. Here the Car- 
sons and another family lived among 
friendly natives, some of whom had 
never before seen a white person! 

When the close proximity of the 
Japanese made this hideout unsafe, the 
Carsons and their friends retreated to 
a more inaccessible place in the moun- 
tains, where they were joined by four 
Norwegian sailors, an American lad of 
Polish descent, and two Filipino girls 
who had escaped from Mindanao. 

Up the steep mountain trail from 
Dumaguete natives carried on their 
backs baskets of books. When the 
little party retreated farther into the 
mountains, some of the books were of 
necessity left behind, but always they 
carried a set of Compton’s Pictured 
Encyclopedia that the Carsons had 
originally bought in China. 

What the encyclopedia meant to 
these people during two long years of 
complete isolation was told by Mrs.

Carson in a talk given in New 
York at the “Restoration of 
Books” luncheon held in con- 
nection with the Treasure 
Chest Campaign. 

The Norwegian sailors dis- 
covered the Compton article on Nor- 
way, and that led to the reading of 
articles on other sections of the world 
that members of the party had visited. 
There were leeches in the jungles and 
someone wondered whether they had 
teeth. There was curiosity about the 
mudfish that lived in a near-by lake. 
No one knew upon what day Easter 
would fall. All of these and other 
questions were settled by Compton’s, 
and often someone read aloud from a 
volume by the light of a rude coconut 
oil lamp. 


In her talk in New York and in let- 
ters to us, Mrs. Carson told the story 
of the almost total destruction of 
Philippine libraries. An estimated 
2,000,000 volumes were burned in 
Manila alone. If there were no Amer- 
ican books, the Japanese reasoned, 
American influence in the Philippines 
could be eradicated. So almost over- 
night books became as important as 
clothing and food. 


When the Carsons and their friends 
finally escaped from the Philippines in 
1944, they gave their books to the chil- 
dren of the neighborhood.

Outstanding Canadian Books and Films 


of Recent Date 


Chosen by The Canadian Library Council, Inc. 


ANADA’S cultural coming of age is 

becoming more and more appar- 

ent. One sees it in the visual arts, 
one hears it in music, one senses it in a 
great deal of Canadian writing. It is no 
studied effort, but part and parcel of the 
Canadian way of doing things—he it flying 
an aeroplane, building a corvette, hooking 
a rug, or penning a sonnet. 

Painting shows Canada in all the dra- 
matic vividness of rocks, snows, bright 
prairie sunshine, and savage autumn col- 
ouring, without regard to conventional 
notions of beauty. Sculpture, the graphic 
arts, and architecture are developing 
Canadian themes. The collecting of Ca- 
nadian chants, chanties, ballads, and folk 
songs in the languages spoken within the 
Dominion is inspiring descriptive music 
not only played by orchestras but heard 
in the sound tracks of the documentary 
films produced by the National Film 
Board. These films show the arts, handi- 
crafts, natural resources, social, industrial, 
and educational services of Canada as weli 
as the people who make up the nation. 
They are doing a great deal to interpret 
one part of Canada to another, and to 
bring about a feeling of national solidarity 
in a country the size of Europe with a 
population of less than twelve millions 
stemming from many cultures. 

Until recently Canadian letters, except 
for the newspaper and political pamphlet, 
followed the more conservative of the 
European and United States patterns. 
Lately has come a change. Canadian 
authors have been producing competent 
and even better than competent books on 
many subjects. New and successful authors 
have appeared whose works have received 
appreciation backed by financial patron- 


age. Sales of 10,000 to 20,000 copies have 
been registered instead of 600 to 1000. 

In fiction, Gwethalyn Graham’s Earth 
and High Heaven discusses the problem of 
anti-Semitism in Montreal; Hugh Mac- 
Lennan’s Two Solitudes lights up the situ- 
ation dealt with by E. C. Hughes in his 
French Canada in Transition; Thomas 
Raddall’s His Majesty’s Yankees, a histor- 
ical novel set in Nova Scotia during the 
American War of Independence, holds its 
own both historically and_ technically. 
There are novels, such as Angus Mowat’s 
Carrying Place, set in different parts of 
Canada, interesting both as to setting and 
the play of human emotions. 

In history, Donald Creighton’s Dominion 
of the North tells Canada’s story in a read- 
able vein against a scholarly background 
of economic, sociological, and political re- 
alities. Volume two of C. W. Jeffery’s The 
Picture Gallery of Canadian History en- 
livens the reader’s view with historical 
drawings of careful detail. 

In poetry there is a wealth of chap- 
books, poetry society publications, and 
works of individual poets, too numerous to 
mention within the limits of this article. 
E. J. Pratt’s Brébeuf and His Brethren, re- 
cited over the air with a musical setting 
provided by the Canadian composer Healey 
Willan, is included in the poet’s Collected 
Poems. E. K. Brown’s On Canadian Poetru, 
A. J. M. Smith’s Book of Canadian Poetry, 
Ralph Gustafson’s Canadian Accent: A 
Collection of Stories and Poems by Con- 
temporary Writers from Canada, Dorothy 
Livesay’s Day and Night, form an interest- 
ing sampling of current offerings. 

In the autobiographical essay Canada 
possesses the work of Emily Carr whose 
Klee Wyck shows her to be the mistress 
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of light, intimate, and humorous descrip- 
tion. The Book of Small is a joy to all 
familiar with Victoria, B. C. 

In humour, Stephen Leacock’s Happy 
Stories, Just to Laugh At contains much in 
his oldest and best vein—“the delightful 
compound of shrewd observation and out- 
rageous distortion.” 

In description, Bruce Hutchison’s Un- 
known Country, recently reprinted, de- 
scribes Canada from East to West, includ- 
ing sketches of prominent citizens. This Is 
Canada; a Book of Photographs, edited by 
Donald Buchanan, has value as a pictorial 
guidebook. Visitors to Nova Scotia will be 
interested in J. F. B. Livesay’s Peggy’s 
Cove. 

In art, Canada still awaits a definitive 
work. The magazine, Canadian Art, 
founded in 1943 under the direction of a 
board representing various art interests, 
publishes articles on all phases of art, art 
notes and news, reviews of art books, and 
carries illustrations in black and white and 
in colour. An interesting government doc- 
ument on art is the Brief Concerning the 
Cultural Aspects of Canadian Reconstruc- 
tion which was presented on June 21, 
1944, to the federal government by a group 
of architects, artists, musicians, and 
writers, under the leadership of Elizabeth 
Wyn Wood, the sculptress. 

Pamphlets on current affairs, on citizen- 
ship, on Canadian provinces, and questions 
of Canada’s domestic and foreign policy, 
have reached a high level of competency 
and have filled a real need during the war 
years so marked by the necessity for in- 
formation in condensed form. Edgar Mc- 
Innis’ The Oxford Periodical History of 
the War, issued in quarterly installments 
with the cumulated volume under the title 
The War, First, Second, Third, Fourth 
Year, has placed war events for Canadians 
in as nearly unbiased a perspective as is 
humanly possible. This work has been 
eminently readable and well indexed. Mat- 
thew Halton’s Ten Years to Alamein is an 
excellent example of the work of a dis- 


tinguished Canadian war correspondent. 
World Affairs, a magazine originally de- 
signed to bring current events to collegiate 
students, has gained a wider audience. Its 
articles, illustrations, and maps are timely 
and Canadian in approach. It carries art 
and literary news. 

Space does not permit the discussion of 
Canadian literature in any language but 
English. It should be noted, however, that 
there has been a parallel growth in Ca- 
nadian literature in French. In September 
1943, the appearance of the magazine, 
Gants du Ciel, was a cultural event of sig- 
nificance to bibliophiles in both French 
and English-speaking Canada. Within its 
pages, poetry, prose, literature, music, the 
fine arts, philosophy, and religion are dis- 
cussed in French. The illustrations in black 
and white and in colour are of a distin- 
guished quality, as are also the paper, 
print, and general format of the magazine. 

Every spring Canadian booklovers look 
forward to “Letters in Canada,” edited by 
Dr. A. S. P. Woodhouse, a feature of the 
University of Toronto Quarterly, April 
issue. The articles discuss the literary out- 
put of the previous year, are by specialists, 
and are critical. Check lists with full 
bibliographical information and price are 
included. The Canadian Catalogue of 
Books Published in Canada, About Cana- 
da, As Well As Those Written by Canadi- 
ans, annually compiled by the Reference 
Division of the Toronto Public Libraries, 
is arranged under subject with an author 
index and gives the most complete list of 
Canadian publications. 

The brief, Library Service for Canada, 
prepared by the Canadian Library Coun- 
cil advocating complete library coverage 
and a national library, suggests the pro- 
vision of Canadian books for exhibition 
abroad, and the publishing of bibliograph- 
ical works about Canada. The national 
library has been advocated in the press, 
in Canada’s House of Commons, and by 
various cultural and learned societies, as a 
basic need if Canada is to make her in- 
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dividual contribution to the life of the 
world community. To-day, Canadian let- 
ters and audio-visual aids face a chal- 
lenging and stimulating future.

The reason for the improved standard in trade volumes lies largely in the fact that 
the buying public has become more intelligently critical in recognizing a well-made 
book. They have learned, or are learning, that book designing is architectural rather than a 
hit-or-miss putting together of the various parts. In the final analysis, the quality of 
manufacture rests in the hands of the bookbuying public. The publishers are quick to 
recognize whether or not indifference is a business liability. But the public itself must 
be sufficiently educated in criticizing the physical appearance of a book to make its protest 


effective.
